2. Applicant's arguments, see Remarks (page 5), filed 8/28/2008), with respect to 
claims 3, 12 and 13 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of 
claims 3, 12 and 13 has been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 3, 6-10, 12, and 13 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

* The rejected claims 3, 12 and 13 have been rewritten in independent form 
including all limitations of the based claims and any intervening claim; 
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* The other rejected claims have been cancelled to place the application in 
allowance condition; 

* The present application provides a new method and system for 
enhancing/diffusing an image signal, which is capable of providing determinable- 
quality, lower bitrate, and/or otherwise improved operation in a standard compliance, yet 
efficiently adaptable and scalable manner (see specification, page 9, paragraph [023]). 

Particularly, the new method and system comprise the following features, which 
the prior art taken either singly or in combination does not teach: 

- fusing the standard decoded frame, the interpolated standard decoded frame, 
and one or more previously enhanced frames (see independent claimS); 

- modifying a redundant representation to form a modified-representation such 
that the aspect is more completely conveyed by a series of compressed image 
representations (see Independent claims 6 and 9); 

- Injecting a controlled alias signal component into an encoded video signal In the 
encoder; and describing the controlled alias signal component in the meta data 
associated with the encoded video signal (see independent claim 12); 

- fusing the first frame and the sequential frame via an enhanced reconstruction 
technique such that the first frame and the sequential frame have a substantially 
consistent quality (see independent claimIS).
